If you are one «wcKir»wv 
of those people who think that weight 
training demands too miKh time, 
time that you would rather devote to 
fat-burning aerobic exax;ise, well 
take note. The news is that it's not 
necessary to work out all day every- 
day to reap the benefits of weight 
training; just 15 minutes a day with 
fiee weights or resistance machines, 
three times a week, will noticeably 
increase muscle lone and strength in 
as little as six weeks. 

And there may be an even more 
compelling reason to pump iron.

New studies indicate that if your 
main fitness objective is fat loss, a 
program that includes weight train- 
ing will do more for you than one that 
relies on aerobic activities alone. 
Supple, toned lean muscle is a bonus. 
(There's no nc«l for women to wony 
about bulking up. since the average 
female body doesn't produce enough 
of the male hormone testosterone for 
this to happen.) 

Most pec^le assume that aerobic 
activity, which conditions the heart 
while burning fat, provides all the 
exercise they need. It's not surpris- 
ing, considedng it seems the entire 
country has been on an aerobic binge 
for the past two decades. Actually, it 
wasn't until the spring of 1990 diat 
the American College of Sports 
Medicine (A.C.S.M.) finaUy added 
strength training to its recommenda- 
tions. 

The newest research indicates 
that though you expend more calo- 
ries during MTt^ic exercise, your 
metabolic rate- the rale at which your 
body bums calories - remains 
elevated for a kxiger period follow- 
ii% weight training. But that's not all, 
se(kntary people, and even peq}lc 
who engage only in aerobic exercise, 
begin losing muscle mass in their 
mid-twenties, up to a half-a-pound a 
year. As our muscle mass decreases, 
our resting metabdisn decreases. 

Because the body requires fewo- 
and fewer calories to function, ex- 
cess calwics arc stored as fat. Muscle 
is a very active tissue and a pound of 
it requires thirty to fifty calories a day 
just to stay alive. The advantage of 
strength training is that not only does 
it bum calories during and right after 
exercise, but it iwoduces more 
muscle, so you can bum more eate- 
ries all day long. 

Many women may rtfionalize 
that they use the hand-held and atkle 
weights in aenAics class. Besides 
risking dressing joints instead of 
muscle, die resistance used and the 
repetitims are not effective for 
muKle strength«iing and toning. 

It's a good i^ for b^inners to 
seek guidmce 6tmi a trainer, not 
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ready to conduct the te^ once a 
week, every week, year after year.

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New Program Will 
Help Officials Be 
Better Managers 

The new water testing i»ogram 
to begin this fall at Seashore State 
Park will "help us become more 
responsible managers," said Leo 
Snead, environmental program 
planner for the Virginia Division of 
State Parks. 

Snead said that coastal staate 
parks, as well as the Chesapeake 
waterdwds need to be more closely 
studied so scientists may better 
evaluate die Chesapeake Bay. To 
Uiat end. Broad Bay at the park's 
64th Sttect boat ramp will be 



tested, and possibly another park 
lake. 

While some upper parts of the 
Chesapeake Bay are in "fantastic" 
shape. Snead said, otfier parts, such 
as the ElizabcUi River's southern 
branch, in Norfolk around Water- 
side, for example, have been de- 
clared by the State Water Cwityrol 
Board is unhealthy for humans. 

Snead said there are still 
"potential paUjogens" in die bay, 
plus bacteria. The new testing will 
be part of a rescue management 
plan for die park and the bay, and 
will help to monitor and nutrients, 
pesticides and heavy metals in Uie 
wato^.

Recently, testing began at the 
Elizabeth River and in 1992 the 
Eastern Shore will be included.

"to get a longterm database in water 
quality profiles" in an effort to gain 
"physical and chemical water qual- 
ity perimeters." 

Selected testing sites, of which 
diere are two at Seashore State Park 
and several odiers in state parks 
across die state, were selected on

Summer is a very active time h«c at City HaU, and in each dqwrtment 
there is a constant Hurry of activity. In addition, there arc numerous new 
faces everywhere I go. paiticul^y in Parks and Recreation, where the staff 
level increases to support the dqwrtment's many summer jMOgrams and ac- 
tivities. - . 

Many of the new faces are those of young people participating in a fed- 
erally-funded Summw Youth Employment Program. This program is 
funded under the Job Training Partnership Act (JTPA) and is operated by 
the Southeastern Virginia Job Training Administration (SVJTA). It em- 
ploys underprivileged youths, 16 to 21 years old, in entry level positions 
at no cost to the city. 



This year's program involves approximately 

50 youths in positions with the public school^ 

system, and 70 in positions in City Hall. 



This year's prt^ram mvolves approximately 50 youths in positions with 
the public school system, and 70 in positiwis in City Hall. The youths are 
employed in all types of services, as clerical assistants, library aides, data 
entry assistants and maintenance assistants. We even have young people in 
recreation positions, learning to aid handican)ed citizens in performing 
recreational activities. Others are working as Youth Activity Center aides, 
assisting in various school-based recreation programs. An additional 10 
young people are receiving classroom training, which should improve theu- 
skills when they return to school in the fall. 

This is an excellent opportunity for these youUis to work beside, and 
learn ftom, expCTienced and dedicated city employees. It is very exciting to 
see tiiese youngsters acquire and develop new skills that will assist Uiem in 
obtaining future employment. Many develop relationships with 
dqKtftmental staff that will in^ire ihem in determining meaningful courses 
fat their lives. In reuim, city employees have an opportunity to reflect on 
their work from a fresh new perspective and to feel they have made a con- 
tribution to Uie positive development of young people. 

Hopefully, this program instills in our young people the importance of 
public service to one's community and a respect for their government and 
the people who woric in it Also. I hope it helps them gain the self-respect 
and i»ide of accomplishment Uiat comes in knowing tiiey have done their 

job well. 

Some of our youth jwogram employees will return for another summer 
with us and may eventually be selected for permanent employment wiUi 
the city. Regardless of where they go, I hope tiiey will take with them 
positive memories from their experiences with the city of Virginia Beach.

drivers. 

In die course of my son's pursuit 
of a learner's pomit, I have had 

oaasion to read the driver's manual 

distributed by die Virginia De- ~ 

partment of Motor Vehicles. It must be some kind of sick joke being played 
on our children by some perverted employee. This book, from whkh our 
teenagers are learning die rules of die road, has gross inaccuracies diat will, if 
followed, endanger not only diwr lives but die lives of odiers using die streets 
and highways of die state. 

This book states diat upon apptoac\mg a yellow or red traffK light diat die 
driver is required to stop. Any local driver knows diis to be bad advice. One 
OTly has to watch driv«s burst dirough yellow lights to realize die danger die 
teenager is in if diey stc^. Surely die text writer did not mean diat everyone 
should stop at a red Ught. for die "real rale" of die road is diat you may continue 

to go through die intersection until die cross traffic begins to move. 

The entries covering solid yellow lines, if memraized and obeyed by die 
new driver, may lull diem into believing diat oncOTiing traffic widi a solid 
yellow line in dieir lane will not pass die truck in frcMit of diem. I am also 
concerned diat die rules on right of way have beoi inconecdy sttled in dicse 
books, for diere is absolutely no mention about die rule of siM. die bigger truck 

has die right of way. Ignwance of diis rule is bound to be an expensive lesson 
for many new drives. 

The oft-stated requirement to signal lane changes or to indkate daection 
ofatumbyuseofarmortumsignalspuzzlesme. Onlyafewout-of-st«ccars 
seem to some equipped widi automatic turn signals and no native of diis stale 
would ever open a car window in diis humid weadier.

All of the peq)le who apply for 
the volunteer position will go 
through a mid-Sieptember training 
session. After that, Hazclwood will 
choose that special person or per- 
sons who will be asked to go to the 
selected site or sites once a week, 
at the same time, every week for 
years. 

Some preliminary testing results 
will manifest after about a year, 
Hazelwood said, but it may take as 
long at ten years before officials 
begin to see any real trends in eith^ 
the improvements or reversals in 
efforts to help cleanse the Chesa- 
peake Bay and its tributaries. 

"We need to understand funda- 
mental ways the bay is being im- 
pacted," Hazelwood said. 

Critics charge that the bay has 
been continually polluted by 
corpmations, among other sources, 
for decades. In recent years, how- 
ever, officials say some strides have 
been made in improving the bay. 
To help dia:em exactly how much 
progress has been made, data will 



need to be \2kea ck)se to shore, in 
relatively shallow water, to check 
the bay's estuarine health. 

To conduct the needed tests, 
Hazelwood said, will take the vol- 
unteer about two hours. And that's 
two hours a week, at about $10 aii 
hour if a park staff member did the 
tests, that the staff will save. 

The volunteo' will record, among 
other things, the air temperature, 
secchi depth (water clarity), water 
temperature, salinity, the amount of 
dessolved oxygen in the water, and 
the watCT's depth. 

Ideally, the tests will be con- 
ducted at exactly the same time of 
the week every week. But, Hazel- 
wood said, volunteers will be al- 
lowed some flexibility in event of 
very inclimate weather, such as 
during a hurricane or snow sttmn. 

The actual testing will begin 
next month during the training 
sessions, Hazeelwood said.

Mills said. 

Mills said that the at-one-time 
much acclaimed "Save The Bay" 
movement "is not stagnant at all" 
and that the 10-year-old Chesapeake 
Bay Restoration Project does have 
its "ups and downs." 

On a good note. Mills said, is 
the drop in phosphorus levels in the 
bay in the last 18 to 24 months. 



"The bay is telling us it has a 
high degree of nesiliraicy," Mills 
said. But there is still woik to do 
concerning other harmful chemicals 
in the bay, acid rain and ground 
runoff. 

Environmentalists went after 
sewage treatment plants early in 
their effort to save the bay. Mills 
said, and now it's time for the 
community to learn from the 
scientific research and make a 



"fundamental change" in how peo- 
ple live dicir lives on a daily basisJa 

"It's not too late" to save the 
bay. Mills said, but "we're on the 
vCTge of a very critical time. 

"The greatest impact wi the bay 
is people," he continued. 

There will be "millions" of new 
people coming into the region in 
the years ahead. Mills said, and of- 
ficials need to be ready.

"I wish I had gone straight 
throu^ school and goOen my 
mas^s," Hughes said, ^ling. 
however, that even though die is 
albtkopset that she hasn't (^ 
tained die higher (kgree, she fiill 
has her sights set on it 

For four years, Hughes was a 
homebound tutor for die city of 
Pwtsmouth, helping ill students 
with all subjects except foreign 
languages, she sakl. 

"It was hard to maintain the 
teacher/student rel^bnship. You 
got real attached to them," 
Hughes said, recalling, for exam- 
ple, a young student with dia- 
betes she tuUxed for three years. 

Hughes also taught, for a brief 
period, physical education to 
qjccial education students. 

"That was hard," she said, say- 
ing that the experience was de- 
pressing and frustrating. Some 
of the students came from hdA 
homes, she said, and they "had it 
real tough." 

By the time Hughes was 24 or 
25, she said, she had removed 
herself from die educatimial field 
and began devoting more time as 
an education coordinator for the 
Barbizon modeling studio, located 
until it closed about two years 
ago near Lynnhaven Mall. 

Baibizon, at the time, also had 
studios in Richmond, Roanoke 
and Baltimore, aldiough she con- 
centrated her efforts in the Vir- 
ginia locations. Her 
responsibilities included screen- 
ing and hiring teachers, designing 
the schools' curriculum and 
scheduling the students' outside 
engagements. 

But after diree or four years on 
the glamour circuit, she wasn't 
getting the satisfaction from die 
exp^ience Uiat she one had.

Succession plantings of warm 
season cro|s such as com and beans 
can be harvested until the first 
killing bmt Cool season ctc^s 
such as kale, turnips, mustard, 
broccoli, cabbs^e and spinach grow 
well during fall days and withstand 
light ftosis. 

Timely planting is a key to a 
successful fall garden. To deter- 
mine die dme to plant a particular 
vegetable (at die latest harvest in 



your area, you need to know the 
average first date of killing frost and 
die number of days to maturity for 
the variety you are growing (found 
on most seed packets). 

By subtracting the number of 
days to maturity from die first date 
of killing frost, you can determine 
the last date to plant Since crop 
maturity is slower in the cool tem- 
p^^ture of fall and frost could come 
early, it is wise to allow two addi- 
tional weeks in figuring a final 
planting date. 

I^ soil may ^eseat a problem 
widi getting a unifom geiminadon 
from seeds during midsummer, 
nmit your fall vegetables wlwn die 
soil is moist after a rain, or thor- 
oughly water die area before you 
plant. Covo^ your seeds about 
twice as deeply as you did last 
q»ing. 

Remember to restore fertility to 
the soil before planting your fall 
cn^ by woiting in a light layer of 
compost (X aged manure, ex- a snail 
ai^lication of a complete chemical 
fertiliaer. Young plants also need 
sufficient moisture. Irrigme wten 
necessary, and prevail weed growth 
by cultivatkm and mulching.

Prune Damaged 
Fruit Carefully 

If a tempestuous Virginia 
Beach suminer stonn damages 
your favorite landscape tree, 
don't make the damage worse by 
having it pruned incorrectly. A 
stiaight-across-the-top crew cut 
is not the way to keep your tree 
looking nice or to best presove 
its structural soundness, say tree 
experts. 

Called pollarding (or topping, 
in layman's toms), this kind of 
pruning involves indiscrimi- 
nately lopping off of all of a 
tree's branches above a certain 
height. Many thick, strong 
limbs aie literally cut in the 
middle, creating tree wounds vul- 
nerable to disease and chuiging 
the tree's shape growing pattern. 

"What you end up with when 
the tree starts to grow again is 
an enormous amount of small 
stems or toanches coming out of 
the top of the tree," said Jim 
Johnson, forester with Virginia 
Cooperative Extension at Vir- 
ginia Tech. "And those small 
branches will be a lot younger 
and less vigorous than the older 
ones diey replaced." 

Most Virginia Beach residents 
allow such pruning out of igno- 
rance, said Craig Herwig, a pro- 
fessional arborist in Northern 
Virginia. 

"If you're just shopping price 
[for a pruning job], you have no 
idea how good or bad the wotk 
will be," he said. 

A self-employed "tree work- 
man" may simply be armed with 
a pick-up truck and a chain saw, 
lacking any real tree care train- 
ing. 

"You're best bet is to opt for a 
professional group, checking 
their references and whether 
they're certified," Herwig said. 

A good, professional company 
will never recommend topping a 
tree, particularly if it's a case of 
storm damage. 

"Probably all you need is a 
class IV pruning, which would 
take the dead wood out," he said. 

Some Virginia Beach residents 
think topping a tree is the way 
to keep a large tree small, John- 
son said. And while topping 
will direct fullness horizontally 
rather than vertically, "what we 
tell people is if you want to 
have a small tree, plant a small 
tree as a yard tree. Don't plan a 
big one and then hack it down." 

But what if you've inherited a 
topped-off tree, or already sub- 
mitted your tree to such a prun- 
ing? 

Johnson says not to fret too 
much. The tree probably won't 
die, even though it may look 
very different after it's been 
toiled. Herwig says the look of 
a recently topped tree alone 
ought to be a clue that such 
pruning simply isn't natural.

The city's Municipal Cable 
Network OVICN) Channel 29 will 
provide a forum for both state 
and local candidates for office 
starting with the Nov. 5 general 
election. 

Until City Council changed its 
policy last week, Channel 29 
prohibited the use of the channel 
as a political forum. 

But don't expect it to be like 
commercial TV where Dan Rather 
tells you what the candidates 
really did say following a 
speech. Editorial comment is 
out 

"Independent" organizations 
will produce the forum or debate 
and the sponsor will be 
responsible for the cost 

Forums will be limited to three 
for each council election, usually 
held in May. and three for the 
General Assembly candidates who 
will be on the November ballot 
All the candidates in an 
election will have to be given an 
equal opportunity to panicipate.. 

The change was requested by 
the League of Women Vrters, the 
Chamber of Commerce, and the 
Council of Civic Organizations. 
These three orga»i^»ioii8 we 
also considered to be the three 
independent organizations which 
will sponsor the forums. 

Maurice Jackson, CCO 
president, pointed out the CCO 
held a candidates' night during 
the last council election which 
the members had hoped would be 
taped. It took place in the 
council chambers where. City 
Manager Aubrey V. Watts, Jr., 
said, the cost would be the low- 
est - about $150 because all the 



equipment is in place. 

Jackson said that the forums 
will give the candidates with 
limited funds a chance to be 
exposed on television. Many 
citizens, he saki, don't know who 
the candidates are or what they 
look like and some don't even 
know what district they are in. 

Councilman John A. Baum 
asked, "who's going to decide 
who's independent," while 
Councilwoman Reba McClanan 
said that "being independent 
(k)esn't mean you're fair."

Recycling Igloos Make The Weight 

New aluminum recycling igloos on the boardwalk are gaining weight. Since their placement in June, the igloos have collected 
over 5,000 pounds in aluminum, or overl51,000 cans. 

"We are pleased with the response," says Debbie Devine, the city's recycling coordinator. "The igloos makes a statement 
that Virginia Beach cares." 

A total of 1 5 igloos were placed on the boardwalk as part of the city's continuing recycling effort*^ln addition, Virginia Beach 
also has 70 aluminum collection cans located diroughout the resort area. The high visibility and location of the igloos and 
canisters arc what makes them so successful. 

The aluminum collected from the igloos and canisters are taken to the Virginia Beach landfill where recyclable items are 
contained. When the recyclable containers reach their maximum weight, they are taken to local markets and sold.

The city's Municipal Cable 
Network O^iCN) Channel 29 will 
provide a forum for both state 
and local candidates for office 
starting with the Nov. 5 general 
election. 

Until City Council changed its 
policy last week. Channel 29 
prohibited the use of the channel 
as a political forum. 

But don't expect it to be like 
commercial TV where Dan Rather 
tells you what the candidates 
really did say following a 
speech. Editorial comment is 
out 

"Independent" organizations 
will produce the forum or debate 
and the sponsor will be 
responsible for the cost 

Forums will be limited to three 
for each council election, usually 
held in May, and three for the 
General Assembly candidates who 
will be on the November ballot 

All the candidates in an 
election will have to be given an 
equal opportunity to participate. 

The change was requested by 
the League of Women Votws, ttie 
Chamber of Commerce, and the 
Council of Civic O^anizations. 
These three organiatioas ve 
also considered to be the three 
independent organizations which 
will sponsor the fcMiims. 

Maurice Jackson. CCO 
president, pointed out the CCO 
held a candidates' night during 
the last council election which 
the members had hoped would be 
taped. It took place in the 
council chambers where. City 
Manager Aubrey V. Watts. Jr., 
said, the cost would be the low- 
est - about $1S0 because all the 



equipment is in place. 

Jackson said that the forums 
will give the candidates with 
limited funds a chance to be 
exposed on television. Many 
citizens, he said, don't know who 
the candidates are or what they 
look like and some don't even 
know what district they are in. 

Councilman John A. Baum 
asked, "who's going to decide 
who's independent," while 
Councilwoman Reba McClanan 
said that "being independent 
doesn't mean you're fair." 

"Independent" organi- 
zations will produce 
the forum or debate 
and the sponsor wilF 
be responsible for the 
cost. 

But council agreed that the 
sponsoring organization needs to 
have some status in the 
community. A campaign 
committee can call itself an 
independent group, McClanan 
said. "Some parameters are 
needed." 

Councilman Harold Heischober 
said that he had taken some hard 
shots from the CCO. 

The three sessions were pro- 
posed. Watts said, because he did 
not wai)t to have the situation 
where one of the candidafes may 
have had a bad day. More than a 
single session would give him or 
her another opportunity. 

Councilman Robert W. 
Clybum said that he thought the 
three wganizations named would 
be fair. 

Whatever the remarks, council 
went along with a new policy 
with instfuctions to Watts to 
develop the new policy 
addressing the questions raised 
last week.

The Virginia Beach Human 
Rights Commission is "more 
than adequate" to meet the 
present needs of the city, one of 
its framers told City Council 
recently. 

The commission, established 
last week as recommended by the 
Fellowship Committee which 
was commissioned to make 
recommendations to council, is 
an advisory body without 
enforcement powers. The Rev. 
W.J. Dale, chairman of the 
Fellowship Committee, said that 
the commission is primarily a 
moral authority which "for the 
present is m«e than adequate to 
meet Uic needs." 

The commission would serve 
citizens with problems by 
finding a way or a pl«;e where 
they can get help. The 11 
members of the commission will 
be appointed by City Cwincil 
and will receive no renumciation 
The city's Equal Employment 
Opportunity coordinator will 
serve as a cowdinator and the 
city will provide a part-time 
secretary. 

Absent from the organization 
arc any enforcement powers. 



including subpoena power which 
was proposed by George Minns, 
president of the Virginia Beach 
Chapter of the NAACP. 

The commission will hear 
complaints about discrimination 
in relation to religion, color, 
age. national origin or physical 
and mental handicaps. 

Even though the commission 
will cost Uie city little and 
although it has no enforcement 
powers, some council members 
proved reluctant to have the 
commission at all. 

Councihnan Harold Heischober 
said that Virginia Beach does not 
have a record of violating human 
rights, but only the perception 
that it has. Much of the repwt of 
the Labor Day Review 
Commission referred to a 
"perception" of violations rathw 
than actual violations. 

'To «lopt this is an admission 
to the world that the city has 
done something wrong," said 
Heischober. 

He suggested insttad that the 
city assign someone to hear ot 
listen to a pwswi's |»oblcms and 
to direct them to the proper 
agency. He said that over 66 
agencies arc avai]id>le to citizens 
to complain Aout violttions of 
human rights. "We may Uiink 
this is not going to cost 
anything but it will." he said. "If 
we had a problem, it would be 
ncccMary."

Wildlife Rehabilitator 



What if you have a wild animal question ot problem and die city's 
Animal Control peoi^e say they can't help? Or what if diey give you 
die names of sevo^ wildlife rehabilitators and all you get are recwd- 
ings telling you diat diese peofde are swamped widi animab diey are 
caring for and, to picser/t dieir sanity or marriages, are not taking 
any more wildUfe calls? What do you do if . . .? 

One of a rehabUitator's ni^tmaies is people who call for advice uid 
don't follow it. Then diey cdl back iq)set because die animal has died 
or angry because what was a mess before has become a disaster. 
(These people remind me of a nM-so-hot-but-big-on-improvising cook 
who asks an expnience coc* for ha recipe of a delicious dish and, af- 
ter rearranging it beyond reaction, die "experimenter" wonders why 
her gastric guesswork tastes torible.) 

There are very few simple, steadfast rules in 
dealing with wildlife since situations vary 
widely, and every time I think I have heard it 
all, an even more bizarre predicament arises?" 



A few years ago, I received a call from a woman in near-hysteria. 
She was in die process of trying to sell her house when she discovered 
a squirrel had gnawed a hole in die eaves and had nested m ha attic. 
How could she interest people in buying her house if diey could hear 
squirrles running around in die attic? She was not die least bit con- 
cerned about die squirrels and only wanted diem out, out, out 

Animal Control told her squirrel removal was not in dieir field and 
gave her my telephone numb». She "direatened" me by saymg if I 
could not get diem oot she would cril m exterminator and have diem 
pdfscMied. r as$ui«l her diat prospective buyers would be even less 
inclined to buy her house if it were full of flies and smelled of dead 
squirrels, which she prc*ably would not be able to find and remove. 

Carefully, I explained what she should do (which I will cover in de- 
tail at anodiN time), emphasizing diat when she was sure diat all (tf 
die squirrels had left she should have die entry hole repaired immedi- 
ately or die female squirrel would return and have a second litter in die 
cozy confines of her attic. Three mondis later, she called again, an- 
grier dian ever because her house still had not been sold, her husband 
had had to go on to dieir new home widuMit her, and die modier 
squirrel had returned. 

1 asked if die hole had been patched, and die wailed, no. she really 
did not diink ste would have die problem any more. What die meant 
was duu she believed she would be gone before die next nesting pe- 
riod and die new owners (d her house could contend widi any uninvited 
roomers. 

There are few simple, steadfast rales in dealing widi wildlife since 
situations vary widely, and every time I diink I have heard it all, an 
even more bizarre predicament arises. Howevo', I plan to give you 
some basic guidelines to use if you are left to your own resources. I 
will answer all Of the questions raised at die beginning of diis column 
and many more, and if you have one of your own, (dease contact the 
newspqm' office.

In an impressive ceremony, the Southeaston Branch of the Association 
for tiie Preservation of Virginia Antiquities (APVA) recenUy commemo- 
rated tiie 200th anniversary of die Cape Henry Lighthouse, which has been 
under its care for most of the past century. 

Tliis landmark, now the center of the city's seal, was the first lightiiouse 
erected by Act of the First Congress, uncter die United States Constitution. 
President George Washington sqjproved its con^ruction and the Common- 
wealth of Virginia ceded two acres of land atCqie Heniy to the new fedoal 
government 

In March 1791, a contract was signed by Secretary of the Treasury 
Alexander Hamilton, rqnesenting die government, and John McComb, Jr., 
a bricklayer and builder. Construction was begun in Aagast of that year. 

Strangely, selecting sites for such beacons along die Ches^ieake Bay 
lighted die way to die Federal Convention of 1787 and die drafting of dw 
Constitution. Then as now. die nation's greatest problem was die national

Today, however, that same staff uses advanced computer technologies 
widi names like Versabraille II. MBoss, Softvert and CD ROM q^lica- 
tions to provide infmmation in iHaille more quickly and to make more and 
mrae typ^ of information available in braille fomiat. Instead of die clang 
of metal equipmoit diere is die soft, steady hum of high-tech electronks. 

Here's how it works: A printed document is scanned by a computer 
called die Kurzweil Personal Reacter. The scanned infomiation is converted 
into a syndietic computer voice. "Komie," as die staff calls it, has eight 
diffoent voices for die listener to choose. My personal prefoences are 
"^rfect Paul" and "Uppity Ursula." You have to hear diem to bdieve 
diem! The blind staff member hears Perfat Paul speak die text of die book 
joid uses a palm-sized noietaker to transcribe die spoken wwk to braille. 
The braille transcription is stewed on a 3-r disk, which can be used in a 
^andard office PC ch- any one of a variety of adapted compute (tevices. The 
braille transcription can be printed ftwn the disk on demand. 

I invite you to visit the Special Services Division and observe this pro- 
cess in action. Their computer room resembles the cockpit of an aircraft, bi 
diat wcHlcstatiwi. both blind and sighted employees can create braille and 
aural products fri>m printed text in just about any format It is not only a 
model applicaticm of new technologies to %rve our blind residents, but it 
is a model woikplace diat enables individuals of a variety of capacities to

When the fighting was over, diese foreign nations cut off further credit 
Bodi Congress and die states printed money, causing more confusion. 
There was no standard, so die value of jraper money differed from state to 
state. Eventually, die government had to stop printing money because it 
cost more to print dian die value of the goods it would buy! "Not wordi a 
Continental" became a common phrase for die (tevalued currency. 

At diat time, die Articles of Confederation held the states togedier in a 
loose league of friendship, but even diat was imperiled due to die economic 
crisis. Congress had no power to regulate trade widi other countries much 
less between the states, where trade disputes were causing open hostility. 

Then two states decided that somediing had to be done. Maryland's first 
charter gave her jurisdiction over die Potomac to die high-tide on die Vir- 
ginia shore. When Virginia became a separate state, she left diis stipula- 
tion unchallenged. 

However, die location and (^ration of lighdtouses, die designation of 
ports of entry and customs inspections, as well as die rules of navigation 
caused friction and concern between Virginia and Maryland. So much so 
diat in June of 1784, die Virginia Assembly appointed George Mason, 
Edmund Randolph Alexander Henderson and James Madison to nie« widi 
Maryland representatives to work out equitable trade regulations. 

Unfortunately, Virginia's governor. Patrick Henry, failed to notify die 
delegation of die time and place proposed by die Maryland governor. Thus, 
when Daniel of St Thomas of Jennifer, Thomas Stone and Samuel Chase 
arrived in Alexandria. Va., from Maryland on March 21. 1785, there were 
no Virginians to discuss navigation aid commerce in die Chesapeake Bay, 
or in die Potomac and Pocomoke Rivers. 

Fbruinately for die young nation, Alexander HaidMson just happened to 
be in town and George Mason lived nearby. Learning of die pn*lem, , 
George Washington invited die groui^to Mount Vernon for the coiiferbice. ; 
Over die weekend, diese representatives reached an important 12-<*>int 
agreement which covered navigation, port duties, fishing rights, safety 



measures, even trials of pirates. It surprised me to leara that diis Interstate 
Compact of 1785 is still largely in effect 

The Maryland delegates were so impressed with die agreement that they 
recommended that Delaware and Pennsylvania be included. At dus point, 
die Virginians suggested diat a meeting of all die states be called to adqx 
unifomi commercial regulations. When die Maryland delegation returned 
home, dieir state ratified die compact widiout dissoit

General Assembly complained diat dnee Virginia commissioners should 
have {Mvticipated and duu die compact was to have been confined to die 
Potomac. It lookmondis of diptomacy and skillful kibbying before Madi- 
son managed to secure Virginia's btessing diat December. 

A later historian noted, "Virginia and Maryland set in motion in a chaiii 
of events diat led to die Philadelphia Convention and a new Constitiition 
when diey undcrtodc to come to an agreement concerning commerce on die 

Potomac River."

Making It To First Base 



It lasted until 3 p.m. and continued for six weeks, instead of die customary 
four. Every student received lunch and had physical education just like 
"regular" school, but used no textbooks and received a progress summary 
instead of a report card. 

The idea began widi School Board member Bill Barnes, who diought 
that children in an area widi a high number of low-income families - Lux- 
ford, Newtown Road, Pemborke, and Williams elementary districts, could 
benefit from a summer school program that attempted alternative instruc- 
tional methods to enable success. Newtown Road was the site for the pro- 
gram, but students were bused free of charge from die other areas. Free 
lunches were available to every student and no tuition was charged. Stu- 
dents who faikMl or scored low on standardized tests of basic skills were en- 
couraged to attend. 

So how did diis experiment woric out? The sixdi-grade classes conducted 
intCTviews widi studoits in grades one dirough six on July 31 and August 
1 to find out what diey diought about die BASE program. Some com- 
ments focused on the positive: 

"I like it when die sixdi-graders read to us. "We LOVE our teacher." "It's 
better dian being bored at home. "This is good for us." "They did a good 
job." "I like madi and reading." 

Odicrs offered constructive aiticism. 'Tm ready for a vacation." "Recess 
is tooshort" 'Teachers get paid for diis?" and "We'd have more fun dian 
work if we ran the program." 

Most students have said diat they would definitely sign up fw the pro- 
gram if it was offered again next year. Reading resource teachers and per- 
sonnel from die Educational Planning Center have been testing students 



and gadiering data to make a final assessment of die program's success. 
One determining factor will be to see how well a student performs when 
diey are back in "regular" school. 



Teachers found ^at their students were very 
receptive to reading for pleasure this summer. 

Teachers were also consulted about recommendations for next year. Most 
have indicated diat die initial placement in groups would be more effective 
if done according to alnlity instead of at random. Teachers have enjoyed the 
avoage class size of IS to 20 students mstead of die normal 25 to 30, and 
have said diat it really made a difference in what they were able to teach. 
New curricular recommendations can be implemented widi a workable 
number of students and die quality of instruction (tefinitely improves. 
Teachers found diat dieir stodents were very recqitive to reading for plea- 
sure dus simmer. Almost 4,000 bocks were circulated from die school li- 
brary! 

The final "report card" for die BASE program still isn't completed yet 
but diose who have been involved in it do feel like it was wordiwhile and 
very beneficial - particularly for kids who otherwise may have spent dieir 
summCT parked in ftxmt of the television. It has given some kids a chance 
to catch up widi dieir peers and feel good about what diey can do. And 
diere's still time to enjoy die last few weeks of a lazy, hazy summer.

After an criminal invesUgation of 
allegatiois referred on behalf of a 
female juvenile, a rqmsentative of 
the Virginia Beach Police Depart- 
ment investigative division recently 
appeared before the grand jury to 
seek indictments against Charles J. 
Condon for indecent liberties and 
contributing to the delinquency of a 
minor. 

Condon is a sergeant with the 
Virginia Beach Police E>eparunent 
in the uniform division. The charge 
is a result of an off-duty incident 
reported to police by social ser- 
vices. A true bill was returned and 
was served. 

The accused was reassigned to 
administrative duties on Friday, 
July 26, 1991, upaa completion of 
a separate internal investigation. 
The department will uke no further 
action until the judicial disposition 
is complete. 

Update: Indictment was served 
on Condon at the police department 
last night, August 6, 1991. The 
magistrate set a personal recog- 
nizance bond at $5,000. 



Beach Wins $79,948 "Project Link" Grant 



The city of Virginia Beach is one 
of only two new cities, to win a 
giant for "Project LINK" from the 
Govomor's Office on Drug Policy. 

Virginia Beach will receive 
$79,948. 

Through Project LINK, model 
programs to meet the needs of 
pregnant, substance abusing women 
will be developed and implemented. 

The programs will provide multi- 
disciplinary professional training, 
systems and agency coordination, 
the establishment of necessary siip- 
port services, and state level 
technical assistance. 

Approximately 1,100 pregnant 
women are using substances and 
830 infants arc bom prenatally ex- 
posed to substances per year in 
Virginia Beach. Project LINK pro- 
vides a means of reducing the barri- 
ers to accessing services faced by 
the vast majority of these women 
and infants who are not receiving 
the swvices they need. 

Key components of Virginia 
Beach's Project LINK inclucte coor- 
dination of activities and services 
by participating agencies, 
identification of gaps in service, and 
assistance to agencies in modifying 
pr:K;tices to best meet the needs of 
these women and infants. Counsel- 
ing services for mothers, and treat- 



ment services for mothers and in- 
fants will be expanded. 

Child care and transportation will 
be made available. 

"Resource MothCTs" will provide 
emotional support, assist in 
parental education, and help oisure 
women and infants are receiving 
services. Prevention education will 
be taught in agency and community 
settings, and cultural and literacy 
appn){Hiate materials will be devel- 
oped aitd dissoninated. 

Additionally a task force will be 
comprised of the grant planning 
committee and women from target 
population. The task force will ad- 
dress service gaps and modification 
of practices to improve service ac- 
cessibility. 

Agencies cooperating in the im- 



plonentation of this project include 
the Virginia Beach Comprehensive 
Substance Abuse Program, the 
Virginia Beach Deparunent of 
Health, the Department of Social

School Closing Procedures, 
Guidelines For Beach Parents 



The following information 
should provide parents and stu- 
dents with a ready reference for 
the emergency school closing 
procedures of the Virginia Beach 
public schools. You may clip 
and keep this information handy 
ihroughoul the school year, par- 
ticularly during the winter 
months. 

Individual schools may be 
closed during emergency situa- 
tions, such as a failure of heating 
or clecU'ical equipment, an en- 
ergy shortage, or a major disease 
or epidemic. All schools may be 
closed when unsafe road condi- 
tions for school buses exist, 
such as snow, ice or flooding. 



Back 

To School 



The superintendent m^es the 
decision to keep the schools 
open or to close them in an 
emergency situation. The deci- 
sion is based on personal d)scr- 
vation of conditions, contacts 
with the National Weather Ser- 
vice, and on information sup- 
plied by designated staff mem- 
bers, law enforcement agencies 
and other appropriate agencies or 
individuals. 

During inclement weather, the 
superintendent may choose to 
close the schools and offices for 
the entire day for all students and 
all employees, or he may require 
certain key personnel to report 
for work. In addition, he may 
dismiss schools early or open 
them later than usual, based on 
his assessment of conditions. 

Virginia Beach public schools 
open and close on a staggered 
schedule to make maximum use 
of school buses. A delayed open- 
ing or an early dismissal must 
follow that same opening and 
closing schedule. 

Every radio and television 
station in Hampton Roads is 
notified, using an official code, 
by the school division's Office 
of Community Relations as soon 
as the superintendent makes a 
decision on closing, early dis- 
missals, or (telayed openings. 

Media notification of school 
closing for a particular day is 

usually m»le by 6: IS a.m. of 
that day. If, however, it is pos- 
sible for the superintendent to 
make a decision earlier, notifi- 
cation is given to the media at 
that time. 

After 6: IS a.m., if you hear no 
announcement concerning the 
Virginia Beach public schools, 
you should assume that school is 
open and that a regular schedule 
will be followed. In an early 
dismissal situation, radio and 
television stations are notified 
as far in advance of dismisal m 
practicable. 

In addition, school closing 
and early dismissals are broad- 
cast on VBS 28. the K;hool divi- 
sion's ^ucational cable channel. 



School officials suggest that 
parents plan ahead concerning 
early dismissal or late opening 
of their child's school. Parents 
should discuss with their children 
what action should be taken and 
where to go in the event no one 
can be at home when school is 
dismissed early. 

Parents also fill out an 
"Emergency Closing of Schools" 
form for the school's use. indi- 
cating such plans for their chil- 
dren. Have a radio and/or televi- 
sion set handy during inclement 
weather; keep listening for a rea- 
sonable length of time for any 
announcements. Please do not 
call individual schools, the 
School Administratiori Building 
offices or the radio stations. 
Those telephone lines need to be 
kept open for outgoing calls in 
any emergency situation. 

The State Department of 
Education requires public schools 
lo have a minimum of 180 in- 
structional days. School days 
lost because of inclement 
weather and school closing will 
be rescheduled by the School 
Board. Federal holidays will not 
be used as school makeup days.

LifeNet CEO Says Religion, Disease, 
Disfigurement Shouldn't Deter Donors

How do you do it? 

How do you educate peq)le to make them understand that organ and tis- 
sue donation is the right thing to do? 

It's a daunting task, but one Bill Anderson is passionate to achieve. 

Anderson, Lifd><et Transplant Services' chief executive officer, said in a 
recent interview that he is very aware of die obstacles. 

Basically, he said, most people have trepidations in several areas, such 
as will loved ones be able to see any incisions their family member may 
have incurred as a result of any surgery accompanying the transplant 
procedure? The answer is, no. 

"They don't want the body disfigured," Anderson said, with sensitivity. 
Surgeons never make an incision anywhere place on the deceased body that 
would prevent the family from having an open casket at the funeral, he 
said. 

And, of course, there fflc always concons about infectious diseases. 



"The HIV problem crosses their mind, " Anderson said, but he urgently 
reminds the community that (tonofil have absolutely nothing to worry 
about in that area, and that orpn and tissue recipients only have a one-in-a- 
million chance of contracting the deadly virus. 

"As everyone knows, there is always some risk to almost everything in 
life," he said, adding, however, thai the risk is so miniscule that he 
wouldn't hesitate for a moment to allow any member of his family, or 
himself, to be a LifeNet organ or tissue uansplant recipient He is 
particularly anxious to make this point clear in light of a recently well-

publicized event in which tissue fnwi an AIDS-infected patient was trans- 
planted into otherwise healrt||^peo|4e. 

But, Anderson said, "out of this tragic event and the informatioi that we 
are gathering, we are more confideK than ever before in our pnxxdures and 
our ability to provide patients with tissue grafts that are both safe and ef- 
fective." 




Flood Ins. 
Program May 
Get Tougher

Amendments to the National 
Flood Insurance Program now be- 
fore Congress would place more 
stringent restrictions on homeown- 
ers enrolled in the subsidized pro- 
gram. 

The House has already passed its 
version of the bill, the National 
Flood Insurance mitigation and 
Erosion Management Act of 1991. 
Robert Matthias, assistant city 
manager in chvge of legislative 
matters, told City Council last 
week that all the Virginia delegates 
voted in favor of the legislation. 
An almost identical bill is before 
the Senate, he said, but no action 
therris expected until evly Octo- 
ber. 

The original National Flood In- 
surance Program was passed by 
Congress in 1968. Virginia Beach 
has been a member since 1970. 

The new bill would tie the bene- 
fits of the program to the standards 
set by the locality. A community 
rating system would be established. 
If a community voluntarily elects 
to increase standards, it will receive 
credit in reduced insurance premi- 
ums. Increased standards could in- 
clude beach replenishment programs 
and possible bulkheading, Carl A. 
Thoren, assistant city engines who 
explained the bill to council, said. 

The new bill would affect only 
residential structures and only those 
on coastal shorelines. The areas in 
Virginia Beach that would be most 
affected are Sandtxidge and the area 
west of the Lynnhaven Inlet, 
Th(xen said. 

The technical definition of 
coastal areas, Thoren said, is those 
affected by tidal waters. The Fed- 
eral Emergency Management 
Agency (FEMA), which adminis- 
ters the program, say that it will 
not look beyond open coastlines 
and that it hoped to have the pro- 
gram implemented within two 
years. 

One of the m(»t significant pro- 
visions is the establishment of set- 
backs from the shoreline, using 
three zones. These zones are ex- 
pected to be designated in five 
years. 

A locality makes the decision on 
whether or not to become a member 
of the program. However, said 
Thoren. the disincentives of not 
participating are severe. Among 
the drawbiK;ks of not-participating, 
homeowners would be ineligible for 
mitigation assistance and will have 
to i»y insurance premiums at the 
full Ktuarial rate rather than the 
govOTiment subsidi^d rate. 

The new legislation increases 
compliance provisions, such as 
making sure bankers r^uire flood 
insurance for real estate loans; in- 
creases mitigation provisions, and 
provides for erosion mffliagement (rf 
which the establishment of setbacks 
is the most impwtant. 

The three zones are the 10-, 30- 
ittid 60-year zones, computed (mi tl» 
l»sis of the annual rate of erosim. 

Separate restrictions apply for 
each setback. 

For instance, for property i^ a 
id-year zone, mitigation assistants 
will be furnished on an insured 
building for relocation and justified 
demolition, but no new flood

And still, if Anderson and his coUeauges at LifeNet, kxated off Baker 
Road, can't allay the fears many people have about organ and tissue dona- 
tion, just take a look at the number of people in need. 

As of last March, across the nation there were 18,200 people waiting for 
a kidney transplant. 1,959 wailing for a heart transplant, 1,338 waiting for 
a new liver, 171 waiting for a heart/lung transplant, 527 waiting for a pan- 
creas transplant and 411 waiting for a lung uansplant. 

In contrast, total transplant statistics for 1989, according to LifeNet, 
amounted to 8,942 kidnet transplants perfomied, 1,689 heart transplants, 
2,191 liver uansplants, 418 pancreas u-ansplants, 91 lung uansplanis and 67 
heart/lung transplants.

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Task Force 
Should Cover 
All Departments 

Report To Be 
Heard Aug. 21

The recommendauon tftat a pro- 
posed investigative review panel be 
appointed by the city manager was 
among two major features of the 
report of a special task force ap- 
pointed to study the city's handling 
of citizen complaints that raised any 
controversy. 

Having the recommendations of 
the task force apply only to the 
Police Department is the other. 
Councilmen James W. Brazier and 
Paul J. Lanteigne, who are officers 
in the Police Department, believe 
the panel and other recommenda- 
tions should extend to all depart- 
ments of the city. 

The apparent opposition of City 
Council members to being left out 
of the ai^intment process all to- 
gether was the more generally- 
shared objection. 

To Mayor Meyera Oberadorf s 
question - why was the city man- 
ager designated to appoint the panel 
- retired Circuit Judge George 
Vakos, chairman of the task force, 
replied that the city manager is re- 
sponsible for personnel and this is a 
personnel matter. Also, chances of 
politics entering the picture would 
be less likely. 

Councilwoman Reba McClanan 
pointed out that the city manager 
has the power to appoint and 
investigate whatevsr he chooses. 
The city also has a personnel board 
on which four City Council ap- 
pointees sit with one additional 
member appointed by the city 
manager. 

"While Council may not agree 
(with all the (fccisions of the Per- 
sonnel Board)," she said, "I have 
not heard it called political." She 
said that was the part of the report 
that gave her some problem. 

She said that council would be 
"telling the pubUc we are doing 
s(Mnething the city manager has the 
power to do anyway." 

Lanteigne said that the task force 
started with a bro^ scope and nar- 
rowed the study down to the Police 
Department. City Managw Aubrey 
V. Watts Jr. appointed the task 
force to review the handling of citi- 
zen complaints and other rqxHts of 
abuse of authority by city employ- 
ees. 

Vakos said that in his report to 
council that "the ability of police 
department employees to deprive 
citizens of their civil liberties and 
rights required that our wwk shouk! 
focus on police employees. It is 
our (pinion that adequate safegustls 
already exist to identify and (teal 
with ina{^}ro|mate use of authority 
by employees other than those in 
the Police Department" 
VidccM writes: 

"The trust of citizens in tiieir 
Police Department is (rf paramount 
importance . . . Recent events that 
were covered by the media such as 



the Rodney King beating in Los 
Angeles and the series of newspaper 
articles that very negatively por- 
trayed the Virginia Beach Police 
Department have saved to erode 
tnist and confidence ... We believe 
... the implementaticHi of our rec- 
ommendations will go far in re-es- 
tablishing and building an even 
stronger tnist." 

Brazier said that he agreed that 
council members should have some 
responsibility lot appointing mem- 
bers of the panel which the task 
force reco mm end e d consist of five 
members and two alternates. He 
said that much of the panel's 
activities would center on the Po- 
lice Department's Internal Affairs 
Committee. He said that the public 
can be just as grievously offended 
by employees in other departments. 
Brazier also questioned opening the 
panel hearing to the public. 

Other members of the task force 
include Judith L. Rosenblatt, 
William A. Schlimgen, Donald R. 
Tnieblood and Bryan D. Williams. 

The task force recommended the 
review panel to provide citizens 
with an avenue to review 
investigations concluded by the In- 
ternal Affairs Division and make 
recommendations to the city man- 
ager iot further action. 

The meetings of the panel would 
be open lo the public. 

The task force also recommended 
that in any city employee case in- 
volving abuse of authority or seri- 
ous misconduct that the identity of 
the city employee involved and the 
discipline given be made a mauer of 
puUk record. 

Other recomendations: 

• The Internal Affairs Unit should 
be physically rek)caied outside the 
public safety building to facitate 
citizens' and officers' access and 
confidentiality for filing com- 
plaints. 

• Complaint fonns, requests for 
review forms and explanatory 
Iffochures should be developed to 
facilitate the complaint process.

Satisfy Their Customers 



Portsmouth public schools rccoitly held a series of workshops for their 
administrates and was kind enough to invite surrounding school divisions 
to attend a presentation by XEROX Corporatk>n on total quality manage- 
ment. 

This is not an endorsentent of XEROX or their version of total quality 
management, but some random thoughts from information shared at that 
workup. 

One of the program's goals is to put the customer first and to provide 
services that satisfy the customer. It also requires more decision-making by 
the people who work directly with students, parents and the total commu- 
nity as our customers. We then have to ask ourselves, "Are we providing 
services that will fully satisfy the customer?" Considering the dropout rate 
in many of our schools, the answer from those students would have to be 
"No." 

In the past, schools didn't concenuate very much on students who 



wcroi't very successful. Instead, we just sorted them out and went on with 
business as usual because our farms and industries could absorb large 
numbers into the woricforce. However, today's workers have to be skilled, 
independent decision-makers. Without such skills, they cannot find em- 
ployment in our high-lech, indusoialized society. 

According to statistics shared at our workshop, each of the following 
groups had low success in school: 68 percent of those arrested, 85 percent 
of unwed mothers, 79 percent of welfare dependents, 85 percent of dropouts 
and 72 percent of the unemployed. 

These statistics alone should make a compelling argument for changing 
how we do business in school. We must try to make each chikl successful 
because the price of failure is too high. 

1 don't know if total quality management is the answer or whether site- 
based management is a different version of the same idea. What I do know 
is that all the people attending this workshop agreed that we have to 
change. Our customers are too important to continue accepting failure. 
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Two weeks ago, 1 attended a lecture on Afro- American genealogy at the 
Central Library. The event was arranged by Vicki Harvey as part (rf the ai- 
nual public history series of the Chrysler Museum's Department of His- 
toric Houses. The speaker was James D. Walker, former director of Local 
History and Genealogical Programs, National Archives and Records Ad- 
ministration. 

My interest in attending was the result of efforts by the Daughters of the 
American Revolution (DAR) in the past decade to pursue and publish mi- 
nority research to aid blacks in tracing their ancestry to the Revolutionary 
War. Historians now estimate that as many as 5.000 black soldiers served 
in that war in various military units. 

As former supervisor of the military service records at the National 
Archives, Walker was familiar with the military service of blacks through-

out the nation's history, and assi^d the DAR in its project. In the 1970's, 
when placed in charge of genealogical records, he became the only 
genealogist hired by the federal government. 

Currently, Walker is the archivist and associate directs of the Charles 
Sumner School Museum and Archives of the public school system, 
Washington, D.C. 

He began his talk by stating that Afcx Haley's bo(A Roots, foUowed by 
the television scries based on iu had stimulated a tremendous, indeed phe- 
nonemal, interest in geneatogy in the black community. But people did not 
know what sources were available or what use to make of them. As a re- 
sult of their searches, however, records surfaced fiom basements and closets 
in oW churches, old courthouses, old homes and elsewhere. 

"We blacks do have a heritage worth preserving," Walker asserted. 
"There are records, documents and facts available to us. Our mission is to 
find our history." 

Mentioning various accomplishments of blacks that are unknown to 
most Americans and never taught in school, he added, "it is time to revise 
textbooks to correct our country's history." 

Holding up a recent newspj^)er clipping from The Washington Post (a 
similar article appeared on the front page of The Virginian-Pilot on July 
29). Walker toW about the bicentennial observance of a compassionate act. 
On August 1. 1791, Robert Carter III of Virginia freed more than 500 
slaves, and made it easier for many black genealogists to kxjate theu^ roots. 
CartCT insisted that each have a last name before the Deed of Manumission 
was recorded in Northumberland County. 

In presenting steps to be followed in searching for family roots, he 
pointed out a number of sources to aid blacks. From 1853 until 1861, the 
Commonwealth of Virginia had the only vital records law requiring regis- 
tration of slaves and bee men. Since slaves were considered property, often 



worth more than the land, they were registered also on the tax records. 
Their value was based on age, sex and skills. 

In 1865, the Freedman's Banks were established, and their depositor's 
register contains a wealth of information for Wack researchCTS. It included 
the name, spouse, parents, children, sexes, residence, even descriptions. 
These valuable registers are avaifadiie in the Natiomi Archives. 

Alex Haley's book Roots, followed by the 
television series based on it, had stimulated a 



tremendous, indeed phenonemal, interest in 



genealogy in the black community 



After the lecture, Walker provided a family ancestry chart and bibliogra- 
phy of basic genealogical texts, which included his book. Black Geneal- 
oey How To Begin, published by the University of Georgia m 1977. 
More information can be obtained from The Afro-American Histoncal and 
Genealogical Society, P.O. Box 73086, Washington, D.C, 20056-3086. 

It should be noted that the DAR Genealogical Library in WashingtOT, 
D.C. was used by Alex Haley during his research few Roots and is open to 
the public for a nominal fee. DAR publications which would be useful arc 
a brochure, "The Forgotten Pattiots," and Black Courage by Robert E. 
Greene, published by the National Society DAR in 1984. 

The DAR also employes among its goiealogists, Elizabeth Schmidt, 
who is in charge of minority research. The telq)hone number for the NS- 
DAR Administration BuiMing is Area Code 202-628-1776.

I begged for an qq)Ortunity to trap ttem myself, and the husband reluc- 
umtly agreed to let me try. Within the hour, JiKly and 1 had set two humane 
tfaps with food and water, and in the early evening, a happy young woman 
called to say the mcMher r«;coon was in one trap, drinking and eating our 
goodies. We hivried over wd release her in the ywd. 

The husband really didn't hate raccoons; he ju^ wanted them out of his 
houa so he could sleep. He amaz«l me by saying, "That was so easy 1 
wi^ we had done it before!" 



1 fought back the urge to say, "If you had listened the first time, we 
wouldn't have had to trap them at all. Now you have an attic full of ra- 
coon scat, urine, blood, and bullet holes." 

The next morning, the wife called to say the young raccoon had been 
caught and released later in the night. We left tme trap set fw sevtaal nights 
to make sure that there were no more raccoons in the attic. 

This solution is not the same one to be used if you have a raccoon with 
babies denning in your attic any time between March and June. That will 
be covered in the ^ng. Hopefully, in the next few weeks you will know 
how to k«p them from getting in there!

The 10-year setbadc line u wlsre 
the storeline will be in ten years 
given the current rate of oxMion 
and, similarly, the 30-year setback 
line is where the shoreline will be 
in 30 years and the 60-year setback 
where the shoreline will be in 60 
years. 

No new construction will be 
permitted seaward of the 30-yMr 
setback line. 

The legislation will a}ver the 
east and west coasts and the Great 
Lakes shoreline. 

The object of the legislation is to 
eliminate construction in areas that 
are expected to erode. The delin- 
eation of the zones and the eioskxi 
rales will be determined on the ba- 
sis of historical data. 

If a non-residential property 
owner in one of the designated 
zones is already insured under the 
fe(teral program - CouncUwoman 
Nancy Parker pointed out that a 
number of businesses in SandMdge 
would fall into this category - 
Thoren said there is no indication 
that the insurance will be cancelled, 
but if the owner experiences storm 
losses, the rebuilt structure would 
not be insured under the new pro- 
gram. 

Vice Mayor Robert E. Fentress 
saw the new legislation as one stq) 
toward eliminating the National 
flood insurance program. He said 
that the bill is another way of 
passing the responsibility down to 
the state and ultimately to the 
cities. "The bottom line is that it's 
all coming this way." 

Matthias said that since the bill 
is comprehensive, some portions 
will surely pass. He said, however, 
that the staff is already considenng 
changes to recommend to local 
congressmen. 

On the plus said, he said that 
Croatan, the North End and the Re- 
sort area may all be outside the re- 
strictions of the bill because of the 
beach replenishment program. He 
SKlded that because of the kKal ef- 
fort, some of the resort area busi- 
nesses may be able to get higher 
insurance benefits. 

At present, as Councilman 
William D. Sessoms Jr. pointed 
out. a $250,000 ceiling is placed on 
insurance for commercial structures. 
For these businesses to go outside 
the fetteral program for greater cov- 
erage would be prohibitive, Ses- 
soms said. 

Thoren said that part of the bill 
raises the limits, but no new insur- 
ance will be available to any struc- 
ture within the 60-year setback 
zone. 

Matthias said that he would ad- 
vise the council not to oppose the 
bill, but to make recommendations 
for changes the city feels are neces- 
sary. 

Councilwoman Reba McClanhan 
suggested that Matthias define 
council's remarks on the measure 
and present recommendations as 
soon as possible. 

Councilman James W. Brazier 
said that "if we put together a com- 
prehensive erosion plan we can 
avoid all this." 

McClanan said that it appeared to 
her that "something of this magni- 
tude - someone should know 
something dbmxl it" 

Thoren said that hearings were 
held with some impacted 
communities but Virginia Beach 
was not one of them. He said that 
the stated purpose of the legislaticm 
is to {weserve the federal insurance 
reserves of nearly $400 million. 
One more major siomi could de- 
plete the fund, he said. Nobody in 
the city knew about this until the 
House bill got passed," he said.

hours; heart/lungs, three to five 
hours; livers, up to 24 hours; kid- 
neys, 36 to 40 hours; pancreas, 12 
to 24 hours. 

One other looming concern many 
people have when considering oi^an 
and tissue donation is the cost to 
the donor, which amounts to 
absolutely nothing. The donor's 
family does not pay anything. All 
family members need to give is 
permission. 

Anderson estimates that LifeNet 
processes about 200 organs a year 
and about 40,000 to 50,000 tissue 
grafts. The non-profit company has 
an annual operating budget of 
about $8.2 million. Any extra 
revenue over costs, Anderson said, 
goes back into equipment. LifeNet 
is currently undergoing a $1.7 mil- 
lion, 6,000 square-foot expansion 
which is expected to be conmpleted 
this spring and will include an en- 
larged central supply room, micro- 
biology and freeze drying rooms, 
along with six "state of the art" 
operating facilities. 

Anderson said that as the organ 
and tissue transplant indusUry con- 
tinues into the next decade, more 
attention than ever will be paid to 
securing organs and tissue for Afro- 
Americans in need. He also advo- 
cates more government regulation 
for the industry. 

Understanding and managing all 
the issues and technicalilics related 
to the industry takes not only a 
keen intellect, but a compassionate 
heart. But Anderson is not the son 
of a preacher or highly trained med- 
ical doctor. 

Anderson, 40, was born near 
Winston-Salem, N.C., the son of 
a lumber company owner. The i 
' Kenipsville resident was the 
youngest of five sons, and worked 
from about the age of 10 until he 
was in his 20's for his father. 

"I was raised on a farm," Ander- 
son said, which covered a couple 
hundred acres. His daily duties in- 
cluded priming tobacco, mowing 
and plowing, and feeding the cows. 
He went on to attend Wake For- 
est University in Winston, Salem, 
N.C., majoring in biology. He 
also performed post-graduate work 
at the University of North Carolina 
in Greenboro, and at Old Dominion 
University in Norfolk. 

He attained work locally at that 
time as a clinical procurement and 
transfdant coordinator and went on 
in the mid-'70's to work at Wake 
Forest's medical school's depart- 
ment of surgery in its transplant 
department. There, he worked as an 
organ procurement and recovery co- 
ordinator, spending much of his 
time talking to families about the 
benefits of donation. 

Next, he was off to what was 
then Norfolk General Hospital, now 
known as Sentara Norfolk General. 
"They made me a real good offer 
to move here and develop their or- 
gan transplant program," Anderson 
said. He worked there through Oc-

tober of 1980. It was about at that 
lime that Anderson realized that the 
"new wave was to pull (transplant 
and revocery) programs out of hos- 
pitals." 

Andoson went on to work at the 
Virginia Organ Procurement 
Agency before LifeNet Transplant 
Services was foiBided in 1982 to ad- 
dress the medical community's need 
for a local organ and tissue recovery 
program, independent from other 
hospitals, but working in concert 
with them. 

LifeNet, formerly named the 
Eastern Virginia Tissue Bank and 
later known as the Virginia Tissue 
Bank, began by only serving the 
eastern Virginia area. It soon 
spread to central Virginia, and be- 
came one of 75 federally designated 
"Organ Procurement Organizations" 
in the nation. LifeNet is one of 
two such groups in the state, the 
other being the Virginia Organ 
Procurement Agency. But, Lifent 
is the state's only tissue bank. 

Currently, LifeNet has about 60 
employees in offices in Virginia 
Beach, Richmond, Washington, 
D.C., Pittsburgh, Pa., and Durham, 
N.C.

In a separate statement issiKd by 
Police Chief Charles Wall, Wall 
says th^ he oidorsed the findings of 
tlie task force and believed that 
"these recommendations, along 
with improvements already under- 
way will serve to make the Internal 
Affairs inve^gative jvocess mote 
open, provide a means of informing 
the public of the results of investi- 
gations and ^vide a procedure for 
reviewing these investigations that 
will be both fair and user friendly 
for the officers and the citizens." 

The Police Department on its 



own has initiated a new policy that 
requires that when Internal Affairs 
investigations are finished, the 
maximum amount of information 
allowable under law is released to 
the public. The police chief has 
also established citizen advisory 
beards and the creation of the Uni- 
form Division Disciplinary Revkw 
Board, a peer review board that 
considers iicidents of misomduct or 
performaiKe md makes reomienda- 
tions on discipline wtere appropri- 

Acccxding to tte repcMt, investi- 
gation review pjuiels are becoming 



common. Research conducted by 
the University of Nebraska at Om- 
aha in 1991 shows that 60 p^cent 
of the 50 largest cities in the U.S. 
use some form of civilian review, 
and half of these were developed 
since 1986. A survey by the city's 
Office of Research reveals that over 
30 percent of the localities con- 
tactwl had swnc type of citizen re- 
vKW panel. 

Council accepted the report of the 
task fwce and d«;i<ted to place on 
the Aug. 27 agenda few caisidera- 
tion the rcstriution establishing the 
panel and odier recomendations of 



the task force. 

The panel would have authority 
to review findings of Internal Af- 
fairs investigations where a com- 
plainant is dissastified with 
investigations and to review these 
investigations and other matters 
upon request of the city manager.

Oceanfront Ceramic Potter Says Artists 
Must Focus Solely On Work, 24 Hours A Day

Take a dozen raw eggs. 

Mix in a black and white tiled 
kitchen floor and a fjve-year-old 
named James Catlin Chalkley and 
what do you have? 

Well, after the little boy 
smashes an egg on 12 of the 
black tiles, not only do you have 
instant art, but the beginning, in 
this case, of a successful profes- 
sional artistic career. 

My motiier thought it was 
IHCtty clever," Chalkley said from 
his studio at 403 18th Street. His 
mother, Barbara, well known lo- 
cally for her involvement in civic 
activities and garden clubs, 
cleamd up the mess and was 
p-oud and amazed at her son's 
budding talent, Chalkley said. 

From that humble and inno- 
cent beginning, the Cavalier 
Drive resident continued to study 
and wwk, eventually concentrat- 
ing his efforts on coamic art and 
obtaining his master's degree in 
fine arts, and has become recog- 
nized regionally, as well as na- 
tionally, for his efforts. 

"He's pr{*ably one <rf the two 
or three best known ceramists in 
the area," said Lawrence Mednick, 
president of the Virginia Beach 
CentCT for Uie Arts. "We're very 
fortunate lo have the type of 
w(»k he produce" in this area. 
"I have several (of his) pieces of 
my own." 

Chalkley spent his early years 
drawing and {Glinting. It wasn't 
until he entered college that a 
professtx encouraged him to 
study ceramics, including glass 
blowing, textiles, jewelry, fumi- 
tiffe design, and, of course, pot- 
tery. 

"I went to college Uiinking I 
wouU be a painter or illustraUH'," 
Chalkley said. But after he de- 
vek^jcd a feel for a potter's 
wheel, his passion for oils aiKl 
p^iels began to [»le. 

"I just lited the c«amic pro- 
cess iUKl the f^t of the materials; 
taking raw materials and tunung 



them into an object," Chalkley 
said. 

In the last 17 years during 
which Chalkley, 37, has 
committed himself to ceramics, 
he estimates that he has thrown 
about K),(X)0 pieces, including 
2(X) to 3(X) tea pots, and who 
knows how many mugs, pitch- 
ers, dinnCT plates, large platters, 
bowls, cups, casserole dishes and 
even a three- to four-foot tall 
umbrella stand, which holds up 
to SO unbrellas and was purchased 
by a Williamsburg restaurant. He 
has also made sake glasses. 

Dinner plates by Chalkley run 
from $50 to $125 each and the 
large platters cost between $350 
and $400 each. The platters used

to sell for as much as $600, but 
the price has come down over the 
years due to die sagging economy 
ami, said Chalkey, the public's 
gradual loss of interest in pottoy. 

"Pottery doesn't ^cm to be as 
popular as it once was," he said. 
"Everyone's talking about the 
economy. This has been a bad 
year." 

Chalkley said he has earned as 
much as $75,000 a year selling 
his wctfk, but "it's much lower 
than that now." He attributes the 
decline to fewer sales and less 
productivity. He did say, how- 
ever, that in the fuuire art pottery 
should become more valulable. 

On an average, Chalkley siud 
he wcHics six to eight hours a 
day. six to seven days a week. 
But, he emphasizes, that is an 
average. Sometimes, he said, 
he'll wwk 14 to 16 hours a day 
for two wedcs; and then take two 
weeks off. 

His artistic motivation, he 
said, comes from his love of his 
w«k, fflid tte accomjKuiying

"Every day is a vacation; my 
life is my work," Chalkley said. 
"You have to really be commit- 
ted. You have to think about 
your art work 24 hours a day. 
Everything you think and do has 
U) be related. I am independent 
and I realize that my independence 
depends on me creating and being 
creative." 

Chalkley said has has no desire 
to make political or social state- 
ments with his art, pieces of 
which can be found around the 
worid in such places as England, 
Belgium and Australia. 

He used to just sign his work 
with his last name and a date. 
But last year when die Gulf War 
erupted, he said he started adding 
"World Peace" on all of his 
pieces. And it has just been 
within Uie last few weeks tiiat, 
witii a mild sense of nationalism, 
he started adding "USA" on his 
work. 

Chalkley said war is 
"senseless, but 1 won't iwotest" 
And although he's not an activist, 
he doesn't like governmental 
censorship of controversial arts. 
"I don't think die government 
needs to be involved," he said. 
"There's nothing vmmg with the 
art work, it's how the viewer in- 
terprets it."-

Have We Learned? 



The 1991 Labor Day week- 
end is here. Oh boy. Uke last 
year, when the entire resort 
corridor was cordoned off, 
well hold our breath and hope 
for the best. Unlike last year. 
though, this yearf^tty officials 
and the follce department are 
wiser and smarter than they 
ever were, and there will be no 
passes necessary to move 
around the Oceaiifront. 

Barring a sneak attack from 
raging college students, this 
weekend should come and go 
peacefully. But still, no one 
will foi;get the trouble, chaos 
and public relations night- 
mare from two years ago when 
mostly college students mixed 
with locals and other tourists 
to make Spike Lee's "Fight The Power" theme come true. That 
historic event was a once-ln-a-Ufettine occurrance, but dvte 
rights activists and some journalists, mostly, but not entirety, 
from out of the area, will never let the city forget that It was Hi- 
prepared at the time for what happened. 

Lest we forget, it was not the color of the visitors' skins that 
precipitated the trouble. It was their voluminous numbers. 
Virginia Beach did not invite or incite the violence. But some 
people will never believe that. Some still swear that the city Is 
racist. That's "poppycock." as Mayor Meyera Obemdorf told the 
assembled national press corps at the time.

In Its wake, the city has had to form a civil rights commission. 

And now that the racial tenston issue has subsided, everybody 

Is harping on the city about police brutality and calling for 

another committee to hold police officers more accountable for 

'"their actions. 

Perhaps some of these efforts are weU-lntentloned. Maybe the 
city, all cities. In fact, should stand back once In a while and take 
a closer look at themselves. But how long should they continue 
to gaze? There appeairs now to be more turmoil with minority 
gangs fighting themselves, psychotic killers in the region and 
drug dealers creating more problems on a regular basis, and 
therefore posing more of a threat to the Virginia Beach conmiu- 
■ nlty. than the 1989 Labor Day weekend and police officers ever 
caused. 

But It's hard to get a handle on those problems. They are 
systematic of a growing city. Like It or not. Virginia Beach Is not 
the sleepy little littoral town that it used to be. There's sometimes 
more violence at the city's largest mall than there is across the 
entire city. 

The major contributor to all the city's woes is drugs, alcohol 
. and people who have nothing better to do than hurt other people 
for excitement, and, sadty, thinking they are strengthening their 
identity as a pei'son. with a role In society, even If that role does 
nothing but to make the city's relatlvety small, but nasty under- 
belty swell. 

City offlclals^nd police officers cannot teach worthless dregs 
self-esteem, values, respect for their bodies and minds and how 
to be a good citizens. And that's the big problem. Most of the 
people who create trouble for other people aren't good citizens 
and have no minds. They are either too burned out from drugs 
t and alcohol, or they just don't care about themselves or society. 

And even sadder than that are the people who forgive these 
misfits for their trepasses. say that's okay, look the other way. 
and reinforce this negative behavior with sympathy and atten- 
tion when these people need to grow up and realize that they, and 
onty they, are In control of their own destinies. And when they 
I drag themselves down, they are usually puUing sonieone else 
^ right along with them. After all. misery loves company, they say. 



It used to be that people tried to better themselves by marrying. 
But the latest report, according to a Washington Post news 
service article, is that mjuriage rates are the lowest In 20 years 
and divorce rates are higher than ever for the same period. Why 
do people want to rush Into a marriage? It's hard enough taklr^ 
care of oneself and making personal arid professional decisions, 
much less doing the same for two.

Editor's Column "Sexist," 
Shows "Misogynist" View 

Editor 

After an exhausting work-filled summer, my family and 1 anxiously 
awaited our dip to Virginia Beach, a place we could wind-down and enjoy 
the beautiful atlantic coast and hospitable welcome the Beach is known to 
uniquely offer. 

In many regards your town far exceeded our expectations. The order and 
cleanliness were impressive and the ocean, a delight. 

But after reading Mr. Goldfarb's article, in the August 7th edition of the 
Virginia Beach Sun, I was left quite disillusioned by the overtly sexist 
views exhibited in his work. 

This piece, which began as an amusing account of his crush on Cindy 
Crawford (a model) ended with an array of insulting, degrading and hateful 
remarks against women. Although 1 sometimes encounter articles or 
publications that I find disagreeable, I have yet to see anything as offensive 
as Mr. Goldfarb's inaccurate and offensive account of the state and nature of 
women. 
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In it, he asserts that women sell their sex for "... a free meal ticket, an 
escape from the rest of their miserable life . . . and the worst, most inter- 
esting reason of all, for money or professional gain."

Excitement and enthusiasm characterizes the mood of teachers and prin- 
cipals as this year begins. Those who teach the children are fired up to 
make this year your child's very best year in school. 

The beginning of school is always an exciting time, but this year the 



atmosphere is charged with confidence that it's going to be a great school 
year. The reason that everyone in the school system seems so positive and 
focused on success is the leadership of the new school superintendent, Sid 
Fauceue. 

Dr. Faucette spent the afternoon with VBEA's board of directors re- 
cently. By the time he left the meeting, the association leaders wwe thor- 
oughly impressed with Virginia Beach's new top educational leader. 

Faucette gave high priority to improved communications and informa- 
tion sharing. Faucette stressed that all employees must be given the infor- 
mation they need to do their jobs and in turn, employees must be willing 
to give odiers the mformation needed to do their jobs. The superintendent 
believes that sharing information empowers employees. 

Faucette wants principals perceived as leaders - not managers. When 
quizzed on the school system's transition to site-based management, he re- 
sponded that shared decision-making is the embodiment of site-based man- 
agement He sees school employees and parents as being part of the deci- 
sion-making process in our schools. Faucette cautioned that until the 
school system creates a culture that is ready for change, we cannot restruc- 
ture our schools. A bigjMfft of that readiness will be trust and open com- 
munications. 



To help teachers and administrators make better decisions. Faucette has 
taken a page from Deming's Total Quality Management, and is requesting 
that program and policy decisions be subjected to three questions: 

• Will learning be advanced? 

• Will working conditions be improved? 

• Is there a balance between efficiency and effectiveness? 



This should be a good year, knowing that we can 

ail work together to obtain a better atmosphere in 

our schools for the teachers and children. 

VBEA leaders are certain that Fauccttc's focus on these three basic ques- 
tions will help educators and the community redefine schooling in our city. 

In addition to conveying a sense of honesty and direcuiess. Faucette is 
crafting a shared vision that has all employees eager lo do their best for the 
children in Virginia Beach's schools. VBEA board member Roosevelt 
Brown, who teaches at Woodstock Elementary School, summed it up for 
over 4,000 teachers when he told me, "This should be a good year, know- 
ing that we can all work togeUier to obtain a better atmosphere in our 
schools for the teachers and children."

First Monday, September, 1786 



The first Monday of September is now a federal holiday know as Labor 
Day. But, the first Monday of September in 1786 was the date set for an 
historical, but failed meeting, which none of the less succeeded inlmnging 
about the Constitutional Convention. 

It happened this way. Following the successful trade agreements reached 
between Maryland and Virginia in March of 1785, those negotiators agreed 
that another meeting to which the other states were invited might resolve 
many conflicts. Yet it was December of that year before the General As- 
sembly of Virginia approved the Interstate Compact with Maryland. 

Then, James Madison wailed until January 21, 1786, the final day of 
that session of the Virginia Gcnea-al Assembly, before proposing another 
conference to include representatives from all 13 states. This motion was 
axepted and Governor Patrick Henry issued the call. 

Commissioner should "take into consideration the Trade of the United 
States to examine the relative Situations and Trade of the said States to 



consider how far an uniform System in dieir commocial Regulations may 
be necessary to their common Interest and their permanent Harmony." 

The meeting held great expectations but the response was disawointing. 
Only five states. New York, New Jersey, Delaware, Pennsylvania and Vir- 
ginia, sent delegates. Not even the host state of Maryland sent delegates. 

This so-called convention was to begin on the first Monday of Septem- 
bCT in Annapolis, for the purpose df discussing amendments to the Articles 
of Confederation, in order to regulate interstate commerce. The delegates 
sat around waiting for others to ^pear and held informal discussions from 
ScptcmbCTll tol4. 

They soon realized that too few states were represented to take any 
meaningful action. Then, Abraham Clark of New Jersey, which had given 
her (telegates great latiuide, stated that what was really needed was political 
r»K)vation for America. 

Apparent failure can sometimes produce unexpected success. The dele- 
gates quickly decided that a report should be sent to the' legislatures of the 
five Mates rquesented and to Congress. Alexander Hamiltcm was chosen to 
write it. 

A later historian wrote, "Hamilton's conviction that economic better- 
ment waited on political reorganization was not singular w him, but he 
held and preached it with peculiar force. The country needed concert and 
plan; the central authority must be able to regulate interstate and foreign 
commerce and command national revenue. Sovereignty was a condition 
precedott to solvency." 

Unfortunately, Hamilton's original fiery draft is lost Edmund Randolph 
of Virginia had insisted that Hamilton tone down his indictment of the 
Confederation. Still, die "Proceedings of the Commissioners to Remedy 
Defects of die Federal Government" remained a strong statement 

Hamilton pointed out that while most state legislature had authorized 
djeir commisaoners "to meet such oUier Commissioners ... to take into 
consideration the trade and commerce of the United Stales, to consider how 



far an uniform system in their commercial intercourse and regulations 
might be necessary to dieir common interest . . . That Uie Stale of New 
Jersey had enlarged the object of their appointment, empowering Uieir 
Commissioners, 'to consider how far an uniform system in their commer- 
cial regulations and odier important matters might be necessary to the 
common interest and harmony of the several Stales' ..." 

Edpiund Randolph of Viiginia had insisted that 
Hamilton tone down his indictment of the Confed- 
eration. Still, the "Proceedings of the Commis- 
sions to Remedy Defects of the Federal Govem- 
ment" remained a strong statement. 



The report continued, "Deeply impressed however with the magnitude 
and importance of the object confided to them on this occasion, your 
Commissioners cannot forbear to indulge an expression of their earnest and 
unanimous wish, thai speedy measures be taken, to effect a general meet- 
ing, of the States, in a future Convention, for the same, and such other 
purposes, as the situation of public affairs may be found to require." 

Next, Hamilton pointed out various defects in the present system and die 
importance of addressing these concerns, suggesting dial commissioners 
"meet at Philadelphia on the second Monday in May next, to take into 
consideration die situation of die United States, to devise such further pro- 
visions as shall appear to them necessary to render the constituuon of the 
Federal Government adequate to die exigencies of die Union ..." 

Thus, the representatives at die Annapolis meeting set a date for the 
Constitutional Convention and Madison embarked on a research project to 
prepare himself for dial next important meeting.

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Because of the height and pitch of the roof, there was no safe way to 
look down the chimney with a bright light to learn what kind of animal 
was in it.

The only way to free the animal was through the damper, but sticking 
one's hand up into the chimney, not knowing what one is going to grab, is 
somewhat unnerving. Leaving the damper open would attract the crcauire 
to the light as a route lo freedom, but since Gwen's house has many glass 
walls and doors, a bird, if not injured or weak from exhaustion or dehydra- 
tion, could fly out in twror and crash into the glass. Wild animals see the 
world beyond, not the glass. 

Therefore. I told Gwen to find a large piece of clear plastic or netting 
(she used a lace curtain), remove the dvnper. and tape the material across 
the firq)lace opening. Then be quiet and wait 

Fifteen minutes later, I looked out my kitdien window and saw Gwen 
and her husband. Billie, on my patio holding a magnificent male wood 
duck in their arms. "Woody" was in excellent condition, considnring his 
ordeal, but I kq)t him for a couple of days for (4)servatiofi and in order to 
get sufficient fluids into him. 

We released him in an open area of Gwen and BilUc's yard so he could 
choose where he wanted to go, and he flew to a limb in an enmnous oak 
tree to survey the toritory and to orient himself. Within minutes he qwt- 
ted a group of ducky friends floating lazily in a cove, and, with obvious 
recognition, he left his perch and joined than. 

Fot every happy-ending story like ihat <rf the wood duck, dwc are thou- 
sands of animals dying of thirst and siwvation and in panic, become 
trapped in man-made suiictures. Man, with his insatiable desire to tear 
down trees, level the land, pave to the horizon, and build upon the results 
of his decimaticm, has taken natural homes from wildlife. As woodluids, 
fields, marshes and swanps disappear, the only places some animals have 
left to reproduce are in what man has oecled. 

Wild animals <k) not go into homes with malicious intent directed to- 
ward the human inhabitants. They arc, with rare exce{Kions, searching fw 
food, shdttr or a plaa to nest or den. A squirnd racing madly up and down 

dnq}eries has four«i entrance to tl» botat for one ot dwsc renons, has 
realized it is irawjcd. and is frantic to ^ouL It will always go to the Mght 
outside; hence, it seems to be shredding your draperies wth a voi^ance 
OTly because they surround windows which give it a view of wh«c it 
wants desp«atcly to be.

of the way (don't chase tte squirrel), it will run outside. 
The most commwi »cas of houses m whi<* wikflife dries to nest orden 

are attics, chimneys, gmages, clothes dr^rs and slow v««s. Some aduU 
animals cai get into and out of iheir citcaai spots, bK roost (IBa the wood 
duck), oitte insitte. find too litUe space or loo sliniery a sut&m to extricate 
themselves. Many are never heard and. Uke the flicker which diedmour 
diimney brfoie we pjt it capped. Be diKMwred oi^r^eB Wes coi^r^j^ 
in a room near the de^ anim^ or fool odor is detected. Some are tailed 
purposely by fri|^tei«d home owners who do not know a rimple soluticm 
may be at hand. 
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
